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REMARKS 

Claims 1-12 and 14-20 were pending in this application. Claim 15 has been 
amended. No claims have been added or canceled. 

The Drawings 

The drawings have been objected to under 37 C.F.R. § 1.83(a) for not showing 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. More specifically, the Office Action 
objected to the language of claim 15. As now amended, claim 15 recites that the lump breaker 
has an axis which is secant to the second axis. Since this feature is illustrated in Fig. 2, this 
objection is overcome. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §112. Second Paragraph 

Claim 15 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite. As previously described, claim 15 has been amended to recite that the lump breaker 
has an axis that is secant to the second axis. Hence, the § 1 12, second paragraph rejection is 
overcome. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges the allowance of claims 1-12, 14 and 16-20. 
Also, claim 15 which has been amended to overcome the §1 12 rejection is also in condition for 
allowance.
